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c. Changes to Standardized Regulations If you are not already 
doing so I would suggest you arrange to scan the monthly issues of 
section 920 of the Standardized Regulations which cover post classification 
and payment tables. 


d. Shipment of Foreign Made Vehicles I call your attention to the 
change in 6 FAM through which the whole paragraph on shipment of foreign 
vehicles (section 165. 8) has been rescinded effective 11 September 1970. 
Yesterday we had Charlie Brown from State out to lunch to have a general 
discussion of allowances. Charlie is Chief of Allowances at State and is 
the first FSO to occupy that seat. During our discussion we learned that 
Macomber Task Force V of which Charlie is the Executive Secretary was 
responsible for deleting this prohibition. Charlie says that the impact of 
the foreign vehicle purchase and shipment is insignificant in the overall 
gold flow problem. Defense got Congressional approval to drop the pro- 
hibition a couple of years ago by a simple line item in their budget which 
indicated they wanted to be permitted to ship foreign vehicles for military 
personnel. The Agency Travel Policy Committee will immediately present 

a change to our regulations to conform with State and Defense. It is possible 
the 11 September effective date will be adopted but don't make any commit- 
ments on this until we know for certain. 

e. Security Violations -- August 1970 DDP offices had 16 violations 
during August with WH leading the list at 5; EUR with 2; AF, CC, DO, FE, 
FI, NE, RI, SB and TSD with 1 each. As a comparison, the Support 
Directorate had only 3 violations during August. 


f. Time-Zone Dislocations We have handed you a copy of State's 
proposal to amend 6 FAM 132. 5 to provide for a 24-hour rest period for 
travellers who have transited five or more time zones immediately before 
their arrival. The Travel Policy Committee has this proposal and I am 
told the Director of Medical Services fully supports a corresponding change 
to our regulations. 


g. Delegations of Authority to SSA/DDS We have given you an 
up-dated sheet on authorities delegated to SSA/DDS to include the authorization 
for transportation allowances in excess of $50 per month.
